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CENSURABLE EDUCATIONAL NEGLECT 


Wing to the energetic propaganda carried on by the medical profession during the 
last few years, the general public has been made aware of the deadliness of the 
tuberculosis plague and instructed in latter-day non-drug methods of prevention, 

alleviation and cure. Congresses, symposiums, illustrated lectures and magazine and 
newspaper articles have drawn attention to the terrible mortality and economic waste that 
this scourge entails on the country, and although the lesson has fallen on fruitful ground 
so that there is a very general intelligence in regard to the seriousness of the disease, pow- 
erful societies devoted to its suppression continue as energetically to pursue their campaigns 
of education as though this year of grace was their first one of educative efforts. All this 
is as it should be, and it is matter for rejoicing that those afflicted with this disease, who 
were so long the victims of a succession of alleged sure drug cures, are now being treated 
sanely, and that the general public is properly instructed as to causes and proper remedial 
measures in regard to it. However, while so much is being made of the tuberculosis 
peril, neither physicians (except one here and there) nor others concern themselves to en- 
lighten the public in regard to conditions that affect the health and life of many millions 
of women quite as much as does the tuberculosis scourge. Indeed so far from instructing 
women in the knowledge that shall insure health to themselves and to their children, many 
have opposed with the utmost vigor attempts of physicians of high standing to deliver 
lectures on this important subject. 

It would be considered unpardonable if mothers knowingly exposed their daughters 
to the risk of tuberculosis or any other affection that, even if it did not kill them, might 
seriously mar the comfort and happiness of their lives, but the idea of instructing them or 
having them properly instructed, in subjects quite as essential to their well being not only 
does not enter their heads but is actually resented. The results of this attitude, inex- 
plicable on any ground of sanity or right-mindedness, are simply appalling and affect every 
class in the world—making invalids of many women, increasing the percentage of mortal- 
ity among children tremendously and causing a considerable portion of humanity to be af- 
fected with diseases that might easily have been prevented. 

It too often happens that in the background of the life of the unfortunate child of an 
over sensitive or under educated mother lurks the danger of delicate health and this must 
be so just as long as the foolish poetry of a modesty that is false is permitted to exclude 
the practical prose of common sense. This poetry has been insisted upon far too long, a 
fact which would be deplorable if it involved only the deception of one generation, and it 
alone suffered the inevitable results of being brought up in ignorance of the scientific facts 
of human existence, but it is not the individual that suffers but the whole race. 

It may even be that the plea here made for a more sane-minded consideration of a mat- 
ter of vital moment would be regarded by some foolishly highly sensitive women as nothing 
short of shocking, but the making of it is a duty no lover of mankind should shirk, espe- 
cially one who has had the good fortune to fall in with Dr. Anna M. Galbraith’s detailed 
treatment of a subject every woman in the world should know. It is a challenge to any 
under whose eye it may fall to do all in their power to awaken others to a realization of 
the grave wrong they are doing in withholding vital knowledge from those under their 
guardianship and protection. Dr. Galbraith’s excellent work, The Four Epochs of Wo- 
man’s Life, A Study in Hygiene, is unreservedly commended to the careful consideration 
of all women, not only as a guide to health, but as a conserver of morality.

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Eorge Morgan's True Patrick Henry 
(, (Lippincotts) would perhaps be more 
aptly entitled Patrick Henry and His 

limes, for the author has made something much 
larger thanthe biography of one man. In two 
novels, John Litttlejohn of J and The Issue, 
Mr. Morgan has shown how well he is able to 
throw himself back into a historic period. He 
has done the like again, and this time with the 
more exacting limitations imposed by a narra- 
tive of fact. In this carefully studied and brill- 
iantly written biography we have delightfully 
elaborated pictures of the pre-Revolutionary 
period and its men and women, of the perturbed 


Virginia in the days of Tarleton’s raiding, of 


the struggle over the adoption of the Federal 
Constitution, and at length of local life in Vir- 
ginia during Washington's presidency. These 
successive periods are illustrated by incident, 
anecdote, document. Mr. Morgan has visited 
the scenes of Henry's life work, has talked with 
men who preserve the old traditions, has rum- 
maged books and records and manuscripts to 
find the man whom he seeks to portray, to know 
the times in which he lived and acted. It is 
hardly to be denied that Mr. Morgan has now 
ind again beentempted by the charm of obscure 
trails and by-paths to wander a little from the 
historical and biographical highway, and per- 
haps the figure of Henry would be more clearly 
outlined were it not shown us forever walking 
with the men of his time. Those, however, 
who have leisure to read a long book will hardly 
regret these aberrations. It should be said that 
Henry comes out of the sifting through which 
Mr. Morgan has put him and his times clean 
of the accusatory rubbish that his enemies so 
thickly cast upon him. He did oppose the 
adoption of the Federal Constitution after hav- 
ing called himself not a Virginian but an Ameri- 
can, and after having moved to strengthen the 
Federal government. He did rally to the sup- 
yort of Washington's administration, but in 
hese successive attitudes he acted as a man of 
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conscience. Astothe flings made at Henry by 
Jefferson, Mr. Morgan seems to prove them 
utterly unjustified. This is a very notable book, 
and if the author occasionally permits himself 
quaint indirections of style that smack of George 
Meredith, the narrative is mainly clear, lively 
and picturesque. No recent American biogra- 
phy surpasses this book in significance and im- 
portance. It is fully and admirably illustrated.

He is as- 
sured that he need apologize to no one—not 
even himself—for indulging his natural tastes 
whatever they may be, whether for pastoral, 
pastoral-comical, historical-pastoral, scene, in- 
dividable, or poem unlimited (albeit the au- 
thor’s predilection for The Prelude and The 
Excursion suggests a personal preference for the 
poem unlimited!) Yet the range of his sympathies 
is catholic, and his scheme includes nearly the 
whole field of possible literary interest. His 
faculty for generalization makes the chapters on 
lyrical, narrative, and dramatic poetry brilliant 
studies of those types. It is a pity that from 
this master of definition of art-forms there is no 
discussion of the distinction between the short 
story and the novel, but the comprehensiveness 
of the chapter on fiction makes amends. The 
novel has become the epitome of the modern 
world. He defends it in all its phases—adven- 
ture, historical, utilitarian —in marked contrast 
to more exclusively literary critics.

‘¢ The having lived is the essential condition of 


any appreciation; or, in other words, the ap- 
peal to experience lies back of all literary pieas- 
ure. The more direct thisis, the better."’ In- 
directly experience is to be got mainly through 
study. Study on the other hand ‘‘has great 
deadening power over lite.." The question 
propounded is how to study literature without 
making it less enjoyable. It is high praise that 
Mr. Woodberry successfully indicates certain 
ways. We have seen some sensible pamphlets 
on The Choice Of Books and How to Study 
Literature, but even en masse they do not com- 
pare with this volume as a practical guide to 
appreciation.

New volume of poems, by Richard Wat- 

A son Gilder reminds one of Carlyle’s 
salutation upon receiving a book by 

Ralph Waldo Emerson. ‘*Here comes our 
brave Emerson with news from the Empyrean."’ 
The Fire Divine, by which title Mr. Gilder 
calls the slender volume of sixty poems just is- 
sued, embodies thoughts and feelings lyrically 
expressed, upon a considerable variety of per- 
sons and things. The opening poem, which 
was read at a reception to Miss Sinclair, hints 
at the spirit of the whole book. In the poem 
entitled Invisible and that entitled Destiny, we 
have the poet's triumphant faith in the unseen 
even when he is brought face to face with the 
pitiless conclusions of modern physical science. 
We seldom think of the phonograph, which has 
been vulgarized until it is nothing less than a 
public and private nuisance, as suggesting po- 
etic thoughts, but Mr. Gilder in the Whitman- 
esque poem, In a Night of Midsummer, finds 
material for genuine poetic thought and feeling 
in the voice of a dead musician preserved for 
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future ages. The closing paragraph of this 
poem embodies a fine, and hopeful expression 
of faith in the eternal life of the human soul. 
Some of the poems in honor of individuals, as 
Carl Schurz, Mrs. Lowell, George Macdonald, 
and the unfortunate composer McDowell are 
fine in thought and feeling. Another experi 
ment in Whitmanesque verse is The Whisper- 
ers, a most impressive poem. The longest 
poem in the book, Under the Stars, which is a 
requiem for St. Gaudens the sculptor, contains 
passages that any poet might be proud to have 
written, as for example, lines three and four in 
stanza thirteen. For pure and noble lyricism 
the short poem, A Fantasy of Chopin, is worth 
quotung: 
“ Lightnings and tremblings and a voice of thunder; 
But when the winds are down, and spent the showers,— 


At the vast mountain’s base, the sheer cliffs under, 
How sweet the summer flowers.””

Q) and Mr. Bates’s Lincoln in the Tele 
graph Office, which shows once more 
the simplicity and homely kindness of the man, 
is likely to find many delighted readers. Mr. 
Bates, as manager of the War Department tele- 
graph office, saw Lincoln familiarly day by day, 
and under most trying conditions, : Among the 
most significant chapters in the book are that 
dealing with the friction between the adminis- 
tration and General McClellan, that showing 
Lincoln in his domestic relations, that telling 
the story of the political campaign of 1864, and 
that concerned with the plot of assassination. 
There are half a dozen other chapters, how- 
ever, that deserve attentive reading, and the 
book bristles with m. ter of moment and of in- 
terest. Some of Mr. Bates’s conjectures in the 
chapter on Conspirators in Canada are probably 
ill founded, though unhappily there is much 
evidence to show that Confederate agents there 
planned most dastardly methods of attack. 

Every one will find the illustrations to this 
volume of rare interest. Some are facsimiles of 
documents, others are portraits of persons singly 
or in groups. Unfortunately the frontispiece 
embodies a rather fanciful picture of Lincoln. 
Students of physiognomy will find matter for 
meditation in the canny countenance of the 
youthful Carnegie. The portrait of Major 
Thomas T. Eckert is full of distinction; that 
of Col. Thomas A. Scott has far less charm. 
The facsimiles of cipher codes are of the ut- 
most interest.

VELVET COSTUME 


When fur coats are worn the following visit- 
ing gown is among the choicest one could de- 
sire.

The 
skirt being a demi-train was made of the plain 
velvet from belt down and reached fully three- 
quarters of the whole length. A deep shaped 
bias band of the striped velvet filled up one half 
of the lower space mentioned, that band being 
higher in the back, lower in front, and at regu- 
lar intervals, this band rose into a tab, crossing 
over a heavy lace entredeux the color of the 
velvet.

The neck of bodice was 
cut out back and front into a square opening. 
A wide band of this lace was also let into the 
shoulders, and the tab effects were repeated 
with ornaments, both front and back. In front 
there were passementerie motifs with long chain 
loops and danglers. The chemisette was of 
white filet lace with white under-sleeves to match. 
In color this costume was a copper brown ex- 
quisitely mellow in tint. The striped velvet, 
had fine lines of a rich dark brown, which gave 
a beautiful harmony to the combination.

A PERIL TO INFANTS 


At frequent intervals in the correspondence 
columns of the leading newspapers, appear 
letters of protest in regard to the practice of 
using the popular carriages or go-carts for the 
transportation of infants and the Times has 
lately given space to several of interest. 
These miniature carriages are usually so 
small that the children are kept in a sitting 
position—sometimes for hours—and freauently 
are allowed to sleep in them. When tired by

JEWS FEAR EFFECT OF INTERMARRIAGE 


Some of the leading Jewish men and the 
periodicals devoted to the interests of that race 
are much concerned over the marked increase 
in the number of intermarriages between Jews 
and Gentiles in Germany, England, Australia 
and the United States. It is authoritatively 
stated that in all the countries named there are 
thousands of intermarriages solemnized in 
synagogues, where although both parties are 
of the Jewish faith only one is of the Jewish 
race. In such cases the children are seldom 
lost to Judaism, but in many additional cases 
the parties marry outside the church and bring 
up their children in neither Judaism nor 
christianity It is this increasing intermarriage 
that gives the Zionist movement one of its 
attractions for those Jews who wish to preserve 
their race as one apart, for they realize that 
they are in greater danger now of losing their 
racial identity than when they were the despised 
children of the Ghetto. 


GERMANY REWARDS A PRACTICAL JOKER 


William Voigt, the hero of the 
joke on some military officers in Germany, who, 
it will be remembered, successfully impersonated 
a military high: rank official, and upset the 
routine of a town for a brief period and who 
was condemned to prison until 1910 for his 
prank, is in great luck. A committee of Ger- 
mans who took an interest in his case and under- 
took to promote his welfare, announced not 
long ago that sufficient subscriptions have been 
received to give him a freehold residence, a 
workshop for his cobbling and a pension. 
Moreover 135 German women have offered to 
marry him.

VEGETARIAN NOT NECESSARILY A VEGETABLE 
EATER 


Now that questions of diet are so much to 
the fore and the word vegetarian is so exten- 
sively used to designate non-flesh eaters, the 
letter of a Globe correspondent on the misuse 
of the word is timely. The word vegetarian 
is derived directly from the Latin word vegetare, 
which means to enliven, and an intelligent man 
should understand that he has no right to 
imagine that a vegetarian is necessarily a 
vegetable eater. Primeval man it is well known 
subsisted on raw fruits, etc., and at a later 
period, the habit of flesh-eating was formed. 
Pythagoras observed that a certain race of 
men were athletic, lively and spirited, and upon 
investigation found this race subsisted upon 
nuts, fruits and grains, which was in contrast to 
his neighbors who were more inclined to be slug- 
gish, diseased, and inferior in many ways. And 
these observations caused him to refer to the 
natural diet race as vegetarians because of 
their increased vitality and not because they 
subsisted upon vegetables, these having in 
fact little or no part in their diet. A lion en- 
livened by the flesh he eats may quite properly 
be termed a vegetarian. The correspondent 
regards it as an exhibition of unreasonable 
carelessness or ignorance for an educated man 
to confuse the words vegetable and vegetarian.
